Leopold the First was burled on Saturday, an
the next day Brusscls wag luminated in re
joicing for the anccession of Leopold [1, pursuant
tothe old maxim, Leroi estmort, vive te roi ! Kl
quette, theretore, really did not require the King
s nd Queen of Portugal 1o weep by themesslves on
the Monday, nstend ol rejoicing with thelr 1m-
perial hosts on such o momentons ocenston as
that of & wedding in their family, solemnized
under their own imniediate patronage. No, the
true roason tor the'r abrence wons that, svinpine
thizing with Prince Napoleon and Princess Clo-
tildo, who detest thie Murats, and looking npon
the Duke de Mouchy as a scapegriace, they did
not chooke to waive their royal renk gnd volans
teer to nitend o wedding between portice whose
rink was not high enough to render thelt pre-
sence absolutely necossary,

The next slight which the Court of the Toile.
ries bhad to endure was & very marked one from
Prince Napoleon and Princess Clotilde, who, as
you known, I8 sister 1o Queen Plx ol Portugal,

"tinee Napoleon eame to Pards from Bwitzerland

on the mornmg of the wedding: and, while it
wns roing on, the King of Ttuly's proud deighter
(Clotilde) sat by bersel! in the Palats Royal, nad
Prince Napoleon was following the corpse of
Bixio, the old republican deputy. to the grave in
Mont Parnnsse Cemetery. Une of the Emperor’s
objecta in giving s cousin Anna Murat to the
Duke de Monehy was to aily himsell' to one of
the best old fwmilies in Franee; but the said olid
family las done its wtmost to show that they
consider their relation in taking a Morat is may-
rylng beacath himsell, and they have cut Lo we-
cordingly. »
[ The Duke de Nosllles, aho s the head of the
family of *which Mouchy represents a younger
branch, not only refised th be one of the bride-
groom’s witnesses, hut he loudly declares his in-
tention to leave the whole of his vast fortune
away from him, whereus be meant 1o make lim
his helr, SBevernl Faubourg Bt Germalp cousins
of the Monchy fumily, whom it was hoped to
draw to Court by an imperial alliance, have de-
clined the bait, and openly profess their con-
tempt for the conunection.

ong of Mouchs's witnesses,  Prince Mare de

The Emperor has been so prodigal in wedding
presents to the orude that he is arrald lo let the
public know the amount he has spent, particu-
Inrly ot o time wlhien =o much excitement pre-
vailg about the scheme for ruising mency by de-

riving the public of the best part of the Luaxem-

ourg Gardens. The wedding trousgean was on
ghow for a day, but suddenly withdrawn in con-
sequence of the remarks made; and severe eom-
mun-a'!{urs to the journals preclode them from
speculating on the subject.  Iv is admitted that
the bride's jewels nlone cost the tremendons
sum ol $800,000, but the papcrs now say they
were all given her by her hushand—a statement
notoriously untrue. Toese glittering baubles,
g6 cnvied by the vulgar erowd, must be a poor
consolution to the Princess, supposing her {o he
a sensible women, for the many drawbacks and
annoyances attending their marriage, some ol
which I have glanced at above.

Poor Anns Muorat bus now only taken the
Duke de Mouchy as & pis aller becanze her
beanty Is g0 sadly damaged by the terrible car-
ringe accident'in Switzoerland last summer, that
all hope of getting o prince of a royal family for
her husband has been eivon up. Her hand has
been hawked about for the last seven years 1n
every conrt in Enrope, without sucoess, and in n
most tantalizivg manner for her, and soe is now
getling passee, Personally she s a pleasing,
aminble woman, and it is o be hoped, in spite
of all evil forebodinegs, that, after so many trials
from disappointed ambition, she may meet with
domestic happiness, The bride und bridegroom
wie now at Mopchy-le-Castel, the Duke’s pro
perty nesr Fontaineblesy, and receiving the
homage of tenants und villagers. | forgot to say
thuat, among other vexations, she tinds that in-
stead of her husband being raised to princely
rank, us ghe had hoped, she has to lose rank her
sell,  Bhe is now simply Duchess de Mouchy, und
not a Trmuess ol the Inperinl family.

I only just learn that Prince Napoleon and the
Princess Clotilde attended the grand dinner
given to the King and Queen of Portugal at the
Tuileries on Tuesday. Rumors, however, con-
tinue to be contlicting a8 to whether the Em.
peror and bis cousin have made up the serious
quarrel which oscurred between them in conse-
quence of the Prinee's speech in Corslea. Some
gay he is going back to Switzerland directiy:
others that he will stav in Parg for the winter,
oud will resume the Presidency of the Universal
Exlibition of 1867,

Four hoises belonging to the King of Ttaly
were burned to death on the Lyons Hallway, two
days ago. The groom in churge of them also lost

There have been some eerious stndents' rows
in the Quartier Latin this week, in consequence
of the expulsion from the Eeole de Medieine of
fve medical students, accused of having made
revolutionary comments and stheistical speeches
at the Liege Congress. The legality of their ex-
pulsion for words epoken in a foreign country is
questioned by very eminent lawyers, and the
point will heruised by appeal to the Council of
State. Meanwhile the students, both of the
legal and medicnl schools, sympathize with their
brethren, They accuse the Professors who
signed the decree of expulsion of having servilely
toadled the Government, and they wiil not hear
them when they come torward to leciure.

The Moniteur, atter having reproduced that-
portion of the mesanre delivered by the Presi
dent of the United States which coneerns France
nod Mexico, adds in the form of a letter the ol
lowing obacrvations:—

“This declaration eontains nothing irrecon.
cilable with the ypelicy followed by France in
Mexico, When the Frepeh Government pre-
sented itsell in that country, its sole intention
was 10 support, as the United Statea themselvos
had previously done, a whole series of claims
which hed been shamefully disregarded, Cir-
comstances, which Napoleon 111 had not the
power to preveut, obliged him to declare waron
the Government which then held power in the
city of Mexico, That suthority has fallen, and
another, which owes its existence to universal
suffrage, has replaced it France has been natus
rally obliged to derend from lasarrectional
uttacks the Government which alone could atford
rodress to her just claime. The French Cabinet
ha shown by all its acts as well as by its decla
rations what was the object it was pursuing, it
baz no spirit of congnest, it has inken nothine
and seceptod nothing; it wishes to rotaln nothing
of the reglons pacifica by its (roops,

“Its occupation, a8 15 now well known in the
United Siates, Is eotirely temporary, and will
cegee with the cause which gave rse to lt, As
to the form of government which the Mexionn

cople bave recently chosen voluotarily, it has
e beon Irequently recognized even by the
Fedemnl anthonties, Predideni Monroe gent o
representative (o the Emperor lturbide: and
sihen, 0 1804, the Anister of Santn Aune it
Waxhimgton received from bis Government the
order to infornt the Cnited Statles that & ohanes
of ingtitutions would coon take place in the oity
ol Mexico, Mr. Marcy sitnply replied to this com-
municntion that Mexico, a8 an independent and
govereign nation, hud the 1iebt to choose the
form of Government which best sutted the chars
poter of s people, Those precodents ghow thut
there exisis no absoluie pomt of antugonism be-
tween the policy of the Unlted States and the
adoption o1 the mounrehical form by o neleh.
voring people,”

The Debafs quetes the extraot thus givou, euu
then reminrks on it iy those woras;—

“Everytoing i= therclore for the best inthe two
worlde, and the rumer2 which were in clrcula-
1on rrrluiiw to the intentions of the United
Stales, with regard to Mexico, fall to the ground.
For our part, we had never attnched moeh erediy
to them, Every one 1s aware that there are ut
New York snd New Orieans manuincturers of
news, snd ofiices for Lhe fabrieation of telegrams
especinlly devoted 1o finnnetel operations; and
this important clement must be taken into ac-
count. What minst 0.0 be reomembered is that
the Englich journals tnke great pains to enve-
pom the relations of France with the American
Republic, and fo turn npon Mexico the curreot
which runs more vaturally to Canuda,  We have
never sald, and we bave no intention of saying,
thnt the United States ook with satisfaetion on
a forelgn mtervention snd the establishment of
a'monarchical Governtoent in & conntry which is
on their contlnent an i borders their frontior,
and wolch was tatally falling under their influ-
euee,

*“They must have (elt still greater bitterncss
from the inet that the moment chosen was one
in which they were pussing throvgh an internal
erisie. which might become mortal, But they
have time and gpuce Letore them. They possess,
although such a guelicy is systemationlly denied
to democrats, sutlicieat politiesl goold sense to
know that they huve something better to do at
the present monient than to trouble themselve s
about Mexico, On that point we are perfectly
in aceord with the Monitenr, We are convineed
that the French Government ‘wishes to retuin
nothing ef the districts pucitied by its troops.’
They are, indeed, regions where peace and soli-
tude are synonvmous, and of which nothing
betier is agked than to quit them, Every one
who prizes the real Prench traditions and the
true Interests of democracy in the world will
have read with satislpetion the messace of Presi-
dent Johuson, and taken note of the pacific and
concilintory dlsposi‘ion shown by the Chier of
the Americin Republic,

W sald the lllﬂlt'!'llk}', in quoting the langunge
of the United States Minister in Paris, that tne
Ameriean Government wus reducing its army to
areserve of 200,000 men. The reduction otficially
aunonpced by the Mesdnge 18 much more con-
sideruble, and placez the United States entirely
on u peace footmg, Thus, the war budget is re-
duced irom $516,000,000 1o $83,000,000; and the
mimy, which on the Ist of May, 1506, consisted
of more than 1,000,000 men, i reduced to a total
ol 50,000 of ull arms, which number may be 1n-
crensed to 82,000 in cnse of need. More than
Bub, 00 volunteers have already returned home,
ag quietly us 8 Christisn returns trom the sane-
tuary to his honge on a Subbath morning, ns
Generul Scholield remarked. Those aots prove
suficiemtly the resolution ot the United States to
apply uil their strensth, labor, nnd industry to
the work ol reconstruction.”

The Courrier du Havre says:—*The conmer-
cinl relations between this port and the Jnited
stutes, owing to the lermination of the Ameriean
cnsis, have latterly recovered an extroordinary
activity. The fact is proved by the simultaneous
departure of the following stenmers:—The trans-
atlantic French steamer Europe Teft this port for
New York on the 15th, with 720 tons of different
kinds of merchandise; the transallantic Ameri-
can steamer Arago arrived trom New York on
the 10th, with & cargo of cotton, and leit Havre
on the 16th, with 1000 tons ol fuel for the
voyage, besides Y00 tons of goods. The English
steamer Niagara uarrived here from Liverpool
on the 12th, with a full cargo, consisting of 2124
bales of cotton and 206 sundry packages, landed
its goods, and took on board arieh freight of
tisstes, wines, elass, ete,, 1 all 1600 toos, for
New York.

“*The English steamer America arrived on the
same day, with & carco of 2016 bales of cotton
und 2000 sundnes, and will takeup here i freight
similar to that of the Niagara for her voyage to
the United States, The Amyrican salling packet
Mereury, arrived from New York on the 24d ult,,
with cotton, will leave on 24th of Decomber. with
1200 tons of goods of all sorts, chiefly wines and
porcelains. The terninug of the Havee Ratlway
15 at this moment incumberad with merehandise
conveved every day 'rom the capitnl. On the
17ih, ihe eve of the departure of the Arage and
Niagora, the railwa. presented u soene of extri-
ordinary activity, such a8 hed not been witnessed
for the ast wix vesrs. More than 2000 packages
were piled up in the two oflices walllng Lo be
taken awaey. —N, 1. Tribune,
